IDR. COOK’S FIRST MESSAGE 


WAS CABLED TO HIS WIFE 


Dr. Cook’s First. 

New York, September 1.—‘Success- 

ful, well. Address Copenhagen. 
“FRED.” 

Full of meaning, if “successful” 
interpreted to irdicate that he 
reacheq the North Pole, the foregoing 
cable message was received in New 
York from Dr. Frederick A. Cook, the 
American explorer, whom the latest 
cable advices tonight creq@jt with hav- 
ing acomplished what no man has ever 
done. 

The message vas sent, not to any 
scientific society, nor to any of his 
asociates irterested in his expedition 
from a scientific viewroint, but to his 
wife, who tas been counting the days 
and the hours and praying for his 
safety since his departure from this 
city on July 4, 1907. 

By chance Mrs. Cook was not. at 
her srooklyn home, but spending the 
summer at Harvswell, Maine. so the 
dispatch was received by Dr. R. T. 
Davison, a personal friend of the ex.- 
plorer, who made its conteats known, 
then flashed the good news on to 
Mrs. Cook. Brief as Tt was, it was 
the frst news that she hag had from 
her intrepid husband since March 137, 
1908, when he wrote from Cape Hub- 
bard, on the edge of the polar ice 
sea on the northwest side of Ellemere- 
iand. 

At that time, he advised his com- 
panjon, Rudolph Franke. then station- 
ed at Etoh, Greenland, with supplies, 
to wait there unti] June for his re- 
turn, but in the event of Dr. Cook's 
failure to appear, to proceed to Ameri- 
car. Franke waited as instructed, but 
as Dr.. Cook failed to come back, he 
caught the Peary auxiliary ship and 
reached New York last fall.

OVERCAST SKY PREVENTED 
FINDING POSITIONS 


“For several] days after the sight of 
known land was lost, the overcast sky 
prevented an accurate: determination 
of our positions. On March 30 the 
horigon was partly cleared, and new 
land was discovered. Our observa- 
tions gave our position as latitude 
84.47, longitude 86.36. There was urgent 
need of rapid advance. Our main 
mission did not permit a detour for 
the purpose of exploring the coast. 
Here were seen the last signs of solid 
earth; beyond there was nothing sta- 
ble to be seen. 

“We advanced steadily over the mo- 
notony 6f moving sea ice and now we 
found ourselves beyond the range of

The message was received at the 
colonial office here this morning via 
Lerwick, Shetland islands, announcing 
that Dr. Cook had reached the pole 
April 2!, 1908.

Egode, which pasged Lerwick at noon 
today en route for Denmark, and read 
as follows: 

“We have on board 
traveler, Dr. Cook, who reached the 
north pole April 2!, 1908.

MAY DEFEAT FAST ONE 


Mathematics of the Vict 
of Baron eis 
Alcyon. 


Chicago, September |.—That Baron 
Alcyon, winner of the American trot- 
ting derby at Readville, Mass. could 
maintain his speed for a distance was 
shown when he stepped a mile and a 
half, less 540 feet, in 3:09 1-4, or at a 
rate of about 2:14 3-4 to the mile. But, 
on the other hand, it is contended by 
many horsemen that it was only his 
long start that enabled him to win 
from hetter horses, as there was half a 
dozen in the race capable of doing the 
distance in better time then he made. 

The mathematics of the case show 
how it is possible for a slow horse to 
defedt a fast one under conditions 
where the handicap is by distance in- 
stead of by weight. In trotting a mile 
and a haif, less 540 feet, at the rate 
of 2:143-4 to the mile. Baron Alcvon 
would handily beat any horse which 
went the full mile and a half at a 2:09 
gait. because the latter would finish 
hig journey in 3:13 1-3. while the horse 
doing the lesser distance, at the com- 
paratively slow rate of 2:143-4 to the 
mile, would finish in 3:08 1-4. In other 
words, a horse trotting a mile and a 
half at rate of 2:09 to the mile would 
be beaten about i70 feet by a horse 
trotting a mile and a half, less 540 feet, 
at a 2:14 1-2 gait.

POLICE FIND BODY LUMBER TAX LAW

WILL BE ENFORCED 


City Council Committee 
on Tax Makes a Very 
Important Ruling. 


At a meeting of the tax committee 
o@ the city council yesterday the case 
of the National Lumber Company for 
the viotion of the city tax ordinance 


was discussed. 

The charge was made at the investi-- 
gation of the retail lumber interests of 
the city, who claimed that this com- 
pany had gone outside of its legitimate 
rights as a wholesale company and had 
made a sale directly to a consumer. 
They further claimed that the ordi- 
nance was being violated in more than 
one case ang that wholesale dealers 
and petty brokers were robbing them 
of trade that was rightfully theirs. 

J. J. West, of the West Lumber Com- 
pany; W. B. Disbro, of the Woodward 
Lumber Company, and others, spoke in 
the interest of the retailers. They all 
objected strenuously to the present 
state of affairs, claiming that they 
were paying the taxes on large hold- 
ings and were otherwise suffering the 
liabilities cf a large retail business 
tnd it was unfair that other dealers 
whos: sole possession was an office on 
which they paid $10 a year should 
take this trade out of their hands. 

They stated that the wholesalers 
were payirg their licenses as whole- 
salers and were usurping the rétail 
trade. , 

Their desire was that the present 
ordinance be amended or enforced rig- 
idly, so that the lumber business 
should be regulated properly and each: 
dealer kept within his proper sphere. 

The representative from the Na- 
tional Lumber Company stated that 
on One ocasion they had sold three 
cars Of lumber to other than a licen- 
sed retail dealer, but that it was 
purely On persoral grounds and was 
not by any means a regular occurrence. 

The committee, on a motion by Judge 
Candler, decided that the National 
Lumber Company, according to the let- 
ter of the law, was guilty, but as 
other concerns had been lax in observ- 
ance of the ordinance, that this case 
would not be pushed, but that the tax 
officer shuld prsecute vigrusiy any 
Jomboncotg Violation of this law in tha 
uture.

Interesting Facts Given and Important Recommendations 
Made About Atlanta’s Water System, Fire Depart- 
ment and Conflagration Hazards—Report 
Contains Matter of General Interest. 


The report of the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters on the city of At- 
lanta has just been issued, and it con- 
tains some very interesting and im- 
portant data about the water supply, 
the fire department, and conflagration 
hazards. It winds up the report with 
important recommendations. 

The reports of the national board are 
uséd by the fire insurance companies 


| department, 


;@8 a basis for fixing fire insurance 
| rates, so it is easily seen that its find- 
| ings in regard to Atlanta are of great 
| interest to the business men of the 
city. 

After speaking of the city in gen- 
eral, the report takes up the “fire- 
fighting facilities,” and speaks first of 
the water supply. The plant, the sup- 
ply, the pressure, the hydrant distribu- 
a are all gOne into in careful de- 
tail. Then comes the conclusions, in 
which it is stated that the department 
is “good, free from political influences, 
and assures an efficient operations fr 
works.” It is stated that the records 
are complete and accessible, the flow 
of the river more than sufficient, and 
the consumption moderate per capita. 
The Hemphill pumping station, it is 
said, is inadequate. In the conclusions 
On the water system, the report 
further says: 


Some Important Data. 


“Protection.—Reasonable protection 
for the congested value and manufac- 
tucing districts requires a fire flow in 
excess of maximum domestic consump- 
tion of at least 10,000 gallons a min- 
ute, with a distribution system capable 
of delivering this amount about any 
block, and hydrants so located as to 
deliver two-thirds the quantity upon 
any large fire through hose lines, none 
exceeding 600 feet in length. The total) 
quantity includes an.allowance for loss 
from broken services, elevator and 
sprinkler connections, incidental to a 
large fire. Hydrant_tests indicate that 
this amount is available in but a small 
area, and then only at times of day 
when the consumption igs moderate, at 
a pressure so reduced that direct hy- 
drant streams of even moderate 
strength are not available. 

“In the minor mercantile and closely 
built-up residential section from 3,000 
to 5,000 gallons is necessary. Tests in- 
dicate that these amounts are avallable 
in most cases, but generally at a pres- 
sure sufficient only for engine supply. 

“Main Arteries.—-The two arteries 
extending from the pumping station 
to the congested value district are of 
insufficient capacity to furnish even 
the maximum domestic consumption 
without undue friction loss. Main ar- 
'teries supplying the remainder of the 
‘ distribution system extend radially 
from the center of the city, are widely 
sparated, terminating in most in- 
stances in minor distributers, and in 
but few cases are they connected by 
secondary feeders, thus leaving large 
areas without proper support. 

The Fire Department. 

The fire department is next taken up. 
After going over the equipment the 
following conclusions are reached: 

“The rapid growth of the city and 
the proposed extension of its corporate 
limits necessitate a corresponding in- 
crease in the strength cf the fire de- 


partment. 

“The satis 
ficient management of th 
affairs justify liberal 
for its maintenance and | 
such as have recently been made. The 
force is efficient and well organized; 
‘discipline is good and an excellent 
spirit of loyalty and cooperation pre- 
vails, but the training of new members 
is insufficient to quickly develop a 
proper standard of efficiency, and the 
discontinuance of regular drills for all 
members is unsatisfactory. The ap- 
pointment of the chief for a short term 
has not provel objectionable in this 
because of the absence of 
politics, and the present method of ap- 
pointment and promotion has given 
good results. Some form of applica- 
tion which specifies ages, weight and 
height limits is, however, desirable un- 
der any method of appointement. Com- 
panies are well manned and fairly well 
equipped, but are insufficient in num- 
ber either for the proper protection of 
several growing sections or to handle 
a serious fire without leaving the rest 
of the city unprotected.” 

About Hazards.

The requirements 
for window protection appear not to 
have been rigidly enforced in the past. 
The building inspector is capable and 


efficient, and the laws are being well 


enforced at present. The fire limits 
are not sufficiently extensive and the 
district within which shingle roofs are 
prohibited only slightly exceeds these 
limits; this should be extended to in- 
clude the entire city. It is expected 
that the code now beine drafted will 
be comprehensive and mainly satisfac- 
tory.”

Then come the important recommen- 
dations as to the water system and 
the fire department. The water recom- 
mendations are of such general interest 
and importance that they are given in 


full, as follows: 
Re:ommendations marked with an 
asterisk have been embodied in the an- 
nual and special reports of the general 
manager for a number of years. 


Records. 


1. That provisions be made for 
naintaining rscords of constructions 
and operation as follows: ; 

a. A draftsman capeble of attending 
to the engineering details in the field, 
to be employed by the department to 
make a comprehensive map of the dis- 
tribution system and to keep records 
and maps up to date. This is particu- 
larly important as a large amount of 
constcuction work should be done in 
the near future.

shown that the above quantities are 
required for good fire protection in 
districts such as are found in this city, 
and that a gridiron system of mains 
is satisfactory only when  cross-con- 
nected at all intersections, free from 
dead ends, and with larger secondary 
rok ik naa mains at frequent inter- 
vals. 

“7. That dead ends be eliminated 
wherever practicable, and that long 
lines of pipe ip parallel streets in well 
built-up districts be connected in such 
manner that not more than one inter- 
mediate hydrant will be on a 6-inch 
main between intersecting mains, and 
not more than two intermediate on an 
8-inch between intersecting mains. 
“*8. That the city engineer locate all 
underground work within the streets 
of the city and assign such portion to 
the public service utilities that the 
water department shall have 8 feet 
from the curbs on the north or west 
side of each street. 

Service Connections. 

“*9. That service oonnections be 
limited to such a size that no single 
one, if broken off inside a building. 
shall take so much water as to en- 
danger the supply for other connec- 
tions or for fire engines in the immedi- 
ate vicinity. Multip'e connections to 
be allowed for large buildings, but at 
least 50 feet apart. all to be so gated, 
with indicator post if possible, as to 
give easy access thereto, and ‘if in- 
tended for fire protection to be re- 
served for that . purpose ‘ only.

If this striking document ushers in an era in this commonwealth when 
the conviction of a criminal means the sure punishment of that criminal; 
when there is to be but one law, one measurement of justice for ~ich and 
poor, for great and humble, for educated and illiterate, for mass and class

Here is his reason for declining to intervene; it should burn its way 
into the consciousness of every Georgian in a day when the traditional

It stirred him not one inch from his course that scores 
of his own political supporters, hundreds of his warm personal friends, 
pleaded with him for leniency, tears in their eyes. 

It mattered not that the appellant was prominent in Georgia, that his 
family was one of numerous and powerful connections throughout the state. 

Theze things might have weighed 
gubernatorial office. 

In resisting appeals and influences and in standing for the supremacy 
of the law and the vindication of justice, he has established a new hope 
for rigid justice in Georgia, a new epoch for’ law and order, since it is 
upon hope of impartial justice that law and order are. founded.

COURT-MARTIAL | 


ON NEXT MONDAY 


Shooting of Private Coul- 
ter to Be Aired. 


Lieutenant Hazelhurst and Pri- 
vate Elan Will Be Court- 
Martialed at Fort McPherson 
Under the Military Laws of 
the United States. 


To answer the charge, “Mansiaught- 
er to the prejudice of good order and 
military discipline,” Lieutenant L. Ww. 
Hazelhurst and Private Grover Elam, 
cf th: Seventeenth infantry, are to ap- 
pear before a general court martial at 
Fort McPherson barracks on Monday 
morning, September 6, at 10 a. m. 

This charge grows cut of the shvot- 
ing by Private Elam, of Private Ed- 
ward W. Coulter, at the command of 


Lieutenant Hazelhur3i, who was the 
officer of the guard and in command of 
the patrol on the afternoon of Au- 
gust 7. 

Privete Coulter died almost instantly, 
and was later buried, in the National 
Cemetery at Marietta. He lived at Gi- 
rard, Ala. 

Brigadier General Albert L. Mills, 
commending the Department of the 
Gulf, efter reviewing the report cf tthe 
board -of officers at the post, who 
had made an investigation of the kill- 
ing, v- hich had been passed upon by 
Colonel J. T. Van Orsdale, commander 
of the regiment, who made 
recommendations, and afttr having 
those 1ecommendations slightly altered, 
issued Special Order No. 146, dated Au- 
gust i7, which convened the general 
court martial referred to, and naming 
for the court, the following officers:

It is not believed, at the post, that 
the civil authorities will take any ac- 
tion in regurd to this case, whether the 
men tnder charges are azyjuitted or 
It is stated that at the time the kill- 
ing took place “in line of duty” and 
wholly on the reservation of the United 
States. which puts the‘matter, entirely 
Withia the hands of the federal gov- 
ernment a: represented by the army.

COTTON WAS STEADY 
AT SESSION’S CLOSE 


Net Three Points Higher to 
Four Points Lower---Waiting 
for Bureau Report. 


New York, September 1.—Today’s 
cotton market was quiet and more or 
less irregular, with early gains fol- 
lowed by realizing for over the govern- 
ment report. The close was steady, 
net 3 points higher to ¢ points lower; 


generally 2 to 4 points lower on active 


months. 

The market opened steady, at a de- 
cline of 3 points to an advance of 2 
points, some positions being influenced 
by disappointing cables, while others 
felt the effect of a bullish private re- 
port, making the condition of the crop 
66 per cent and showing a deteriora- 
tion of about 7 per cent for the month. 
At first this report, confirming expecta- 
tions of a bullish bureau at noon to- 
morrow, created some scattering de- 
mand on which prices sold up to a net 
advance of 5@7 points shortly after 
the opening, but offerings increased on 
the bulge, and the market later, while 
very quiet, reflected the tendency to 
take profits on long lines for over the 
government report and approaching 
holidays. Selling may have been en- 
couraged, to some extent, by rumors 
that considerable short staple cottton 
was to be brought here from Texas for 
delivery in October contracts and talk 
of offerings from the south to Liver- 
pool, but generally speaking it looked 
like realizing rather than bear pressure 
and was chiefly for Wall street ac- 
count. At the low point active 
months showed a net loss of 5 to 7 
points, closing at a slight rally as a 
result of covering. 

The New York cotton exchange 
Ssmake the commercial crop of 1908-09, 
13,817,516 bales, the largest on record, 
today’s market, beginning the season 
of 1909-10. 

Southern spot markets, as officially 
reported early, were exchanged to %c 
lower. Weather reports attracted lit- 
tle attention. 

Receipts at the ports today 14,203 
bales, against 3,648 last week and 10,- 
O77 last year. For the week 60,0000 
bales, against 34,789 last week and 79,- 
32 last year. Today’s receipts at New 
Orleans 2 bales, against 283 last year, 
and at Houston 4,718 bales, against 
4,222 last vear.

| ALMOST STAGNANT 
WAS STOCK MARKET 


Capitalists Seem Disposed to 
Let Market Rest Awhile--Cot- 
ton Stocks Show Strength. 


New York. September 1.—A .- decline 
in prices is the natural course in a 
market so dull as that of today for 
stocks. even where there is not an 
urgent pressure of stocks for sale, the 
apathy of the demand affords no sus- 
taining force to prices and they sag 
of their own weizht. The almost stag- 
nant condition of the trading today 
threw some mystery over the turbulent 
markets of the last two weeks, and 
has: made it difficult to explain the 
sudden withdrawal of operators whose 
congested dealings in a few stocks 
were responsible ‘almost altogether for 
the. million-share daily totals which 
sueceeded each other day after day.

SOUTHERN MILLS LEAD 
ACCORDING TO HESTER 


‘The Secretary of New Orleans 
Exchange Gives Some In- 
teresting Figures. 


have consumed more cotton than the 
mills of the north, according to, Sec- 
retary Hester’s report on the consump- 
tion of American cotton, made public 
on the floor of the New Orleans cot- 
ton exchange, at the close of business 
today. Southern mills, up to the close 
of the commercial year ending August 
31. 1909, consumed 2,560,000 bales, 
against 2,500,000 bales consumed in the 
north. When the Hester report a year 
azo showed that the southern mills 
had, for the first time, gone ahead of 
those of the north by a narrow margin, 
it was generally attributed to unfavor- 
able commercial conditions having had 
a more serious effect on the New 
England mills than those of the south. 
Following extensive additions to the 
northern mills, during the past year, 
the southern trade looked forward to 
New England’s reclaiming her own and 
when the amoug®.of cotton handled up 
to September Tfye‘909, was yesterday 
shown to have V »ken all records it 
was believed that© uch had been the 
case. This afternG@n, however, the 
compilation of the figures on the cot- 
ton consumed in the north and the 
south was completed and for the sec- 
ond time the south claimed the lion’s 
share. 

The figures created considerable stir 
among cotton men, for such results 
were hardly expected, although it had 
been reporied for som: time that south- 


at a faster rate than northern milis 
and that the expansior of cotton manu- 
facturing in the south was on a scale 


In one corner of the exchange the bulls 
gathered cnd some very enthusiastic 
claims were made for the south’'s grow- 
ing greatness as a manufacturer of 
cotton. For years the bulls have been 
claiming that th: center of the cotton 
manufacturing industry of the world 
was fast moving from Lancashire to 
the United States and that eventually 
the center woud be established in 
the south. Sezretaryvy Hester's state- 
ment this afternoon was taken as con- 
firmation by the bulls of the movement 
of the southern states towards the 
destiny predicted for It. 

The total consumption of American 
cotton by the world was put at 13,- 
116.000 bales, the largest on record, 
larger by 1,004,000 bales than last year, 
and larger by 505,000 bales than the 
‘largest consumption ever known be- 
fore, which was two years ago. Con- 
/sumption of foreign spinners was put 
at 8,056,000 bales. The total consump- 
tion of American last year was. 12,- 
112,000 bales. while two yeara ago it 
was 12,611,000. -
